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Water  supplies 

I  he  district  is  served  with  water  mains  in  the  following  areas' 

Parishes  of  Endon  and  Stanley  (part)  Horton,  and  Longsdon 
(part)  Leek  R.D.C.  supply,  the  water  being  obtained  in  bulk  from 
the  Leek  Urban  District  Council's  Borehole  at  Pool  End. 

Parishes  of  Bagnall,  Endon  and  Stanley  (part)  Longsdon  (part) 
and  Norton-in-the-Moors  -Staffordshire-Potteries  Water  Board 
Supply. 

In  addition,  the  Council  maintains  small  village  supplies  at 
Longnor,  Grindon  and  Warslow.  The  quantity  and  quality  of  these 
supplies  is  being  kept  constantly  under  supervision  and  frequent 
sampling  is  carried  out.  It  is  hoped  that  the  day  is  not  far  ahead 
when  the  Eastern  Parishes  water  scheme,  the  first  part  of  which  was 
commenced  in  October,  1954,  will  replace  these  inadequate  supplies. 

Sixty-one  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  for 
Bacteriological  examination  and  twenty-one  for  Chemical  Analysis.

EASTERN  PARISHES  WATER  SUPPLY.  SECTION  "A"  PART  1 


This  scheme  which  was  commenced  in  October,  1954,  to  supply 
the  parishes  of  Ham,  Alstonfield  and  Wetton  with  a  piped  water  supply 
made  considerable  progress  during  the  year  and  by  the  end  of  Decem¬ 
ber  approximately  7  miles  of  main  had  been  laid. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Contractors  had  much  rock  and 
heavy-going  to  contend  with,  the  progress  on  this  scheme  has  been 
most  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 


There  were  no  extensions  to  the  sewers  or  sewage  disposal  works 
completed  during  the  year. 

At  the  Endon  Sewage  Works  the  media  was  renewed  to  1  filter 
bed  and  similar  renewals  are  planned  for  the  other  two  beds  during 
next  year.  These  works,  as  are  the  works  at  Baddeley  Green  and 
Norton  Green,  are  sadly  overloaded  and  additions  and  reconstruc¬ 
tions  are  vital  to  meet  the  demands  placed  upon  them.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  everything  possible  is  being  done  to  cope  with  the  conditions 
existing. 

In  December,  a  commencement  was  made  on  the  Sewerage 
schemes  to  serve  the  Light  Oaks  and  Brown  Edge  (Sytch  Road)  areas. 
These  schemes,  when  completed  and  connections  made,  will  obviously 
add  to  the  problem  of  the  overloaded  disposal  works  referred  to,  par¬ 
ticularly  at  Baddeley  Green 

Several  privy  conversions  were  carried  out  in  the  parish  of 
Norton-in-the-Moors  and  at  Moss  Hill,  Stockton  Brook,  nine  modern 
properties  which  drained  to  a  communal  septic  tank  were  connected 
to  the  public  sewer. 
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Refuse,  Nightsoil  and  Salvage  Collection 


The  collection  of  refuse,  nightsoil  and  salvage  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  in  every  parish. 

During  the  year  the  Council's  House  Refuse  Sub-Committee  con¬ 
sidered  the  re-organisation  of  the  collection  service,  and  as  a  result, 
an  additional  vehicle  is  to  be  brought  into  operation  on  the  refuse  col¬ 
lection  round  serving  the  parishes  of  Bagnall,  Endon  and  Stanley, 
Horton,  Longsdon  and  Norton-in-the-AAoors.  This  area,  which  is 
vastly  developing  will  now  be  served  with  three  vehicles  instead  of 
two  as  hitherto.  The  other  rounds  remain  as  set  out  in  last  year's 
report. 

A  new  tip  at  Gun  End  was  established  during  the  year  and  is 
adequate  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  Meerbrook,  Heaton  and  Rushton 
areas  for  a  considerable  time.
